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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed January 4, 2007 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant generally argues, in reference to the limitations involving "execute a bootstrap 
program to select between different external memory set up data... that this bootstrap program function be performed without access to 
external memory", that Fullan "only determines the type of external memory connected to the processing unit after the processing unit is 
connected to the external memory and can use it to run a bootstrap program, not before the processing unit is connected to external 
memory". Examiner disagrees and submits that at least the referenced limitations indicates no chronological relations [e.g., before, after] 
concerning the access to external memory. As such, Fullam clearly teaches that the bootstrap program of selecting between different 
external memory set up data [boot process] is performed without access to external memory [selection performed with access to 54 and 
64, NOT external memory 58] [col.7, 1.27 - col.8, L6].. 
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
